REPORT. 


To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Oregon: 


In a with the general laws of Oregon we, the under- 
signed, Pilot Commissioners for the Columbia and Willamette rivers, 
beg leave to submit the following biennial report: 

he first meeting of the present Board was held here in the city of 
Portland on November 16, 1882, and organized by the election of J. 
A, Brown, President, The Board appointed R. H. Buddy, Secretary. 

During our term of office we have issued branches as river pilots 
to M. M. Gilman, Philip Johnson, James Strang, George A. Pease, 
Granville Reed, W. A. Betts, P. E. Frechen, Fied. C. Congdon (de- 
ceased) and Richard Hoyt. ` 

H. N. Snow, formerly a river pilot, was refused a river branch for 
ninety days, on the grounds of incompeteney, at the expiration of 
which term a brahch was issued to him for the Columbia river, from 
Smith's point to Tongue point. 

We also issued branches to J. T. Gray, W. Buchanan and E. W. 
Spencer for Willamette river, from Ross'island to Swan island; and 
also as Columbia river bar pilots to George Woods, Henry Olsen, H. 
A. Matthews, C. L. Hansen, J. E. Campbell, Charles Richardson and 
T, J. Powers. 

Made first semi-annual tour of inspeetion to the bar on May 1, 
1883. The Board crossed out over the bar..and returning visited 
Fort Canby. Several of tne pilots attached to the pilot schooner “J? 


tion insufficiently carried out, the following resolution was adopted: 
Warreas, Columbia river bar pilots holding branches from this 
Board having absented themselves from pilot schooner contrary to 
Oregon Pilot Laws, Section 21; therefore, be it ~ 
Resolved, That such absentees be notified by tho Secretary that un- 
leas they go on board their schooner and exercise their calling from 
on board said schooner, their branches will be revoked at once.

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C. L. Hansen's and J. E. Campbell’s branches were revoked for 
non-compliance with the above instructions. | 

We revoked the branch of H. Olsen, bar pilot, for gross negli.

leaving the deck and going below and turning in while his presence . 
was required on her ave forecastle to watch earefully a vessel 
on a dangerous bar, with her anchor under foot and her sails set, 
We De revoked and recalled his branch under Section 19 of 
the Pilot Laws. ` 

Section 21 of the laws relating to bar pilots has been rendered 
during the past twelve months totally inoperative by reason of the 
loss of the pilot boat «J. C. Cousins" in October 1883, upon Clatsop 
spit, and also of the withdrawal from the bar of the pilot boat “City 
A Napa,” on account of not being enough business to justify the 
is holding Oregon branehes to keep her on the bar. Since that 

ate all bar branches have been recalled. 

- In this connection we beg to call your attention to the fact that the 
bar aca is entirely in the hands of pilots holding branehes from 
Washington Territory. e 

We attach herewith as a part of this report a copy of rules and 
regulations adopted by the Board for the guidance in receiving appli- 
eations, granting branches, conducting trials, ete., three hundrel 
copies, of which we have had printed for distribution; the same gives 
rates of pilotage as fixed by us for intermediate points on the riven 
a for allowing river pilots $5 per day detention. 

e also attach a list of the number of arrivals at this port and 
tonnage for each month during the two years ending November Ti.

RULES AND REGULATIONS 


Adopted bo the Board of Pilot Commissioners for the Columbia 
River Bar, and the Columbia and Willamette Rivers, 
Portland, Oregon, U.S. A, Nov. 17, 1882. 

i 


Secrton 1. The semi-annual meetings of the Board shall be held 
at Portland or Astoria, as the Board may direct, ten days’ notice of 
which shall be given in daily newspapers, published in Portland and 
Astoria. 

Sec. 2. All applications for a license or branch on the Columbia 
river bar, from Astoria to the sea, must be made to the Board, in 
writing, and state the applicant’s name, place of birth, age, experi- 
ence as a navigator and pilot on the Columbia bar, and must be ac- 
eompanied by a bond in the sum of five thousand dollars, with good 
and sufficient sureties, conditioned upon the faithful performance of 
his duties, as such pilot. 

Sec. 3. All applications for a license or branch on the Columbia 
or Willamette rivers, from Astoria to Portland, must be made to the 
Board, in writing, and state the applicant's name, place of birth, and 
experience as master or mate on steamers or vessels, and must be ae- 
companied by a bond in the sum of five thousand dollars, with good 
and sufficient snreties, conditioned upon the faithful performance of 
his duties as such pilot. As printed. 

Sec. +. Whenever any master. agent or consignee of aay sailing 
vessel shall desire to make a complaint against any pilet licensed by 
this Board, for neglect, carelessness or incompetency, while in the 
discharge of his duties as pilot on said vessel or steamer, said master, 
agent or consignee shall file with the Secretary of this Board a writ- 
ten complaint, specifying the charges against said pilot, and shall de- 
posit with the Secretary the sum of forty dollars, taking his receipt . 
therefor, and in case said pilot shall be found guilty of the charges so 
preferred against him, that the money deposited by said master, agent 
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or consignee shall be returned to him; and all expenses attending the 
examination of pilots on charges so preferred, shall be taxed against 
the party at fault. 

Sec. 5. All pilots who receive a license under this act must pay 
therefor to the Secretary a fee of fifteen dollars, and for each yearly 
renewal thereof a fee of ten dollars, and must, onee a month, make 
to this Board a statement, in writing, of all moneys received by him 
during the month last past, for ‘pilotage, the date of such receipt, 
nationality, class, name, master, tonnage, when taken in charge of, 
destination, and draft of water of each vessel piloted, and when re- 
quired by this Board, shall make a report of the depth of water upon 
any or all bars for which said pilots are licensed. 

Sec. 6. That no bar or river pilot shall be allowed to absent him. 
self from his pilot ground for a longer period than five days without 
first obtaining permission of a majority of this Board. 

Sec. 7. That all bar pilots shall state, in their application, or tile 
with the Secretary of the Board, the name and tonnage of the sail 
pilot boat fo which they belong, aud the failure of any pilot to com- 
ply with the provisions of these resolutions shall be deemed a sufi- 
cient cause for the suspension or revocation of the said pilot license. 

Sec. 8. Thaton and after the 17th day of November, 1882, all 
applications for Branches filed previous to the organization of the 
present Board, shall be considered canceled ; and any party, wishing 
to obtain a Branch, either as viver or bar pilot, shall proceed accord- 
ing to the rules and regulations now in force, 

Sec. 9. The term, speaking a vessel for pilot service, shall be con- 


‘strued to mean either by the usual form of ailing, or, if out of hail- 


ing distance, and within oue-half mile, then the nsnal code of signals 
shall be made use of. 


Sec. 10. The rate of Pilotage for the Columbia River Bar shall 
be as follows: For pilotiag an inward or outward bound vessel, to 
or from A-toría over the Bar, or from within the Bar to the open 
sea, six dollars per foot for the first twelve feet, and eight dollars for 
each additional foot; from or within the Bar, and below Sand Island, 
one-half that rate; and from or above Sand Island, ove-quarter ol 
the same; and between the last day of October and the first day of 
April the sum of ten dollars shall be added to the compensation al 
lowed for piloting a vessel over the Columbia River Bar, whether 
inward or outward bound. 

See. ll. Thut the rates of pilotage for the Columbia and Wil 
lamette rivers shall be as follows:

No pilot shall charge a fee for docking a vessel, either at Portland 
or Astoria, or at any intermediate port on the Columbia or Willam- 
ette rivers, in excess of $10 over and above his lawful pilotage. 

Sec. 12. That in case any pilot of the Columbia and Willamette 
rivers, while piloting a ship to or from Portland or Astoria, shall be 
detained en route in loading or unloading cargoes, he sl 1 be enti- 
ied to the sum of $5.00 per day for such detention; t ship and 
owners, or consignees, to be liable for the same.
